It is not necessary for applicant to provide a separate record of the substance of the interview, since the interview 
did not result in resolution of all issues. A brief summary by the examiner appears in Part II above. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
indicated that the references submitted with the IDS of 2 November 2006 have been fully considered. Examiner 
indicated that JP 63-121428 is considered to anticipate Claims 1-3, 7-11, and 27 (see Figures 1 and 3, especially leaf- 
spring like conductive members 10), and requested that these claims be cancelled. Examiner indicated that Claims 4- 
6, 12-14, and 16-22 are still considered to be allowable over the art of record, for the reasons already made of record. 
Examiner indicated that JP 63-38153 was not considered to teach or fairly suggest any of the patentable features of 
the claims, since in an oral translation of JP 63-38153 by a USPTO Translator, it was determined that the apparatus of 
Figure 8 is used merely for transporting sheet-like substrates, with no teaching or suggestion of any type of processing 
of the substrates, of any plasma generation, or of any supporting plate for conductive portions 8, which instead are 
attached directly to powered member 6. Examiner further indicated that JP 63-29926 was also not considered to teach 
or fairly suggest any of the patentable features of the claims, at least since conductive portions 17 do not substantially 
cover an entire space between an electrode and a substrate holder, and since there is no teaching or suggestion of 
any supporting plate for conductive portions 17. Applicant's representative indicated that he would consult with 
Applicant regarding the proposed cancellation of Claims 1-3, 7-11, and 27. .
